The President has been pleased to constitute 
the National Crime Records Bureau, with headquarters at 
New Delhi, The Bureau will be an attached oflice of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, the following Units, already in 
existence as part of the various Central Police Organisa¬ 
tions of the Government of India will be merged in the 
National Crime Record Bureau : 

(1) Directorate of Coordination Police Computers. 

(2) Data Section of the Coordination Division of the 
Central Bureau of Investigation. 


(3) Statistical Section of the Bureau of Police Research 
and Development. 

(4) Central Finger Prints, Bureau of the Central 
Bureau of Investigation. 

2. The objectives of the Notional Crime Records Bureau 
would be as under:— 

(i) To function as a clearing house of information On 
crime and criminals including those operating at 
National and International levels so as to aasist the 
investigators, and others in linking crimes to their 
perpetrators; 

(ii) To .store, coordinate and disseminate information on, 
inter-state and international criminals from and to 
respective Stades, national investigating agencies, 
courts and prosecuters in India without having to 
refer to the Police station records; 

(iii) To collect and process crime statistics at the National 
level; 

(iv) To receive from and supply data to penal and cor¬ 
rectional agencies for their tasks of rehabilitation of 
criminals, their remand, parole, premature release 
etc, 

(v) To coordinate, guide and assist the functioning of 
the State Cl ime Records Bureaux; 

(vi) To provide training facilities to personnel of the 
Crime Records Bureaux; and 

(vii) To evaluate, develop and modernise Crime Re- 
corde Bureaux,
